France Decliiies to Becofjuize the 
Aiig'lo German African Agree- 
lueut— Naval Defences. 



(Copyright 1893, by tho United Proas.) 
London, Nov. 25.. — The Government 
liave abandoned their intention to cub the 

Parish Couocils bill in two and postpone tho 
poor law sections until tlio next Parliunient- 
ary sesaion. The whole measure will now 
be driven through the House of Commons 
as fast as the use of the closure will permit. 
Even with tho assistance of tho clooure, 
however, tho bill will have no ohunce of 
passing beforo Christmas. Apiirt from tho 
successful obstruction of tho Unionists, Rt. 
Hon. Honry Fowler, President of tho Local 
Government Board, and manager of the bill 
in tho House of Commons, hivs hampered 
the proj^resH of the measure by accepting 
new clauses, removing tho 

DISQUALlriCATION OF MAKIilEI) WO.MKK 

as voters in municipal elections. The new 
clause, which is strongly opposed by a largo 
group of Liberals, simply proposes that 
women who p^y rates in their own names 
shall be eligible to Tolo, whether married or 
single. The Liberals, who are against this 
auBO, object that this is a step in tho direc- 
tion of lomalo suHracje in all elections. 
Single women, who are ratepayers, ulrcidy 
pneaeas tho privilege of tho municipal fran- 
ohiao, but they rarely take advantape of it. 
When they have exercised it, they have 
generally done so in favor of the Conserva- 
tive party. The history of the Primrose 
Lo'iguo shows how strong ia tho Conserva- 
tive tendency among Eoglish women; the 
Liberal party has never yet exhibited a dis- 
position to admit the principle of woman's 
sulTrBge, aod recent experiences have in- 
creased its antipathy to such' a course. Mr. 
Fowler's proposal, therefore, receives only 
lukewarm support or direct opposition from 
the Liberal benches. The prospects of the

this session or the cominf; one are becoming 
more remote daily. The Lords will send 
back the Employers' Liability bill deprived 
of tho contracting out and other essential 
olausoa. The bill will then be dropped, as 
tbo majority in the lower house will refuse 
to^amend the meas'urea as desired by tLo 
Lords. 'A 'similar' fata awaits the Parish 
Council's bilL The Peers will not assent to 
the poor law clauses nnleas the control of 
the expenditures be left in the bands of the 
moneyed class. Both bills will develop the 
the ooiii\io6 between the Commons and th^ 
Lords, as. ..Ith'ey^ aim to democratiz-j tho 
wealth of the country. In virtually reject- 
ing them, the Peers are simply defending 
the interests of the aristocratic and moneyed 
classes. Commenting upon the situation 
this week, Henry L'.bouchere, the Badtcil 
leader, went a long way towards pure 
socialism. Ho was addressing the celebrated 
Radical Kluals Clab., "The session has 
tiught mo," ho said, '"not only that the 
House of Lords 

MUST I!B AIIOLISIIKD, 

but also that the House of Commons must bo 
refurnied. To-day the House of Commons 
c::knnot fulfil Its duties ; it avoids them and 
ccamps them. It is the business of states- 
mon to sec that any man ready to do a fair 
day's work shall get it. By State pensions, 
overybouy ought to be enabled after reach- 
ing 65 to obtain a fair living allowance. A 
better system of taxation and less extrava- 
gance in public expenditure would mike 
possible tho fund from which these pensions 
might be paid." This is far and aw.iy the 
moso socialistic utterance made recently by 
a Radical lender, and is well beyond any- 
thing the Ridicni party has stamped with 
its approval. In confessing thus his new 
aocialiam, Mr. Lubouchere has no open cou- 
apicuous. sytiiputhii'.or in his party except 
air Charies Dilke, but ho knows his way 
ami is contident tliat ho soon will compel 
his party to follow him.

Russia. This oi^inion will encourage the 
Government to activity. Tho Speaker says 
" tho public cull earnestly for the 
eidargement of tho llset, and the 
meaua must bo found ; at tho aaine 
time tho increase uf tlio naval eati 
mates ought to bo attended with a largo de- 
duction of tho army estimates. Thorn are

There were, he said, hope- 
ful signs for their trade in America juat 
now, us a residl of prospective tarifl' reduc- 
tion, and hu trusted that as a result there 
would he a long period of prosperity beforo 
them. '1 hese remarks were greeted with 
loud applause,

The Dominion Government has issned no- 
tice that it will not be responsible for the 
charges for transporting or exhibiting goods 
at the San Francisco Widwinter Fair. This 
action was necessary owing to the prevalent 
belief that the Secretary of the Canadian 
Commission is a Domiaion Government 
oilicial. 

Application ia to be made to Parliament 
for a charter to build a railway from a point 
on the Canadian Pacific, between Kamloops 
und Cariboo, to Barkerville.

KECOGNITION OF SILYEE. 

Auotlier International Couferenee Ex- 
pected to Be Held Early 
Next Year. 

Belief that Salisbury and Balfour Are 
Favorable to Bimetal- 
ism. 



'Washington, Nov. 25.— Inquiry among 
senators and members developed the very 
general belief that there will be an effort 
next year, possibly early in the year, lo 
bring about another international conference 
for the purpose of securing some recognition 
of silverr - .... 

A prominent member of the senate com- 
mittee of finance, who has been known for 
many years for bis hostility to the continued 
use of silver in this country without the co- 
operation of tho principal European nations, 
expreesed tho opinion to-day that by proper 
management the administration conld secure 
a conference upon the question which would 
occomplish important results looking to a 
largely increased use of silver in European 
countries. He ia of opinion the action 
taking by this government in stopping the 
purchase of silver would prove a strong 
lover in bringing foreign countriea to see the 
neoeaaity for providing means for increasing 
tho volume of inoney in tho civilized world, 
and argued that the United Statca should 
show a determination to maintain the gold 
standard as long as other nations persist in 
this course and to secure all the gold pos- 
sible. 

He dwelt upon tho importance of securing 
tho assent of England to such a conference, 
with the understanding it should not be a 
mere pro forma proceeding on her part, ond 
expressed the opinion afTairs are shaping 
themselves in a way to render England more 
favorable than the country had heretofore 
been to an international agreement. 

Ho called attention to the rate of ex- 
change between England and India, and 
said India's partiality for silver would be 
difficult to overcome. He furthermore as- 
serted that England's relations with India 
were so intimate that the former country,, 
in view of the difTiculty which England 
already experioHced from rival powers in 
maintuining her prestige in her Asiatic pos- 
sessions, cannot afTord to go to any great 
length in antagonizing tho people of that 
region upou a point so vital to them as their 
finances. 

The senator also expressed Vho opinion 
that tho present Government of England 
was liablo to be overthrown at the next 
election, and said if it should bo that Salia- 
bury and Balfour ngain come into otiice, us 
in that event they would, there would bo 
much greater liknliiiood of aecuriug favor- 
able action from England than uudcr Glad- 
atone, us Balfour ia a pronounced bimetallisb 
and Salisbury very favorably inclined in 
thut direction. 



BRAZILIAN NOTES. 

A Seagoing Tug PnrchaBed to Tow Out the 
"Destroyer"— The Ill-Fated 
" Javary." 

New York, Nov. 25. — The aeogoing tug 

Ocean King has been bought by the Bra- 
zilian Government to tow the destroyer to 
Brazil. She belonged to L. Luokoobaoh 
and is ono of the most powerful tugs in Nenr 
York waters. She wua built In Philadelphia 
in 1SS4, is 100 feet long, 21 feet beam, 12 
feet 5 inches draught and 200 tons burthen. 
She v.'iU probably carry eight torpedoes for 
the Dettroycr, and ii In pcasiblo she may be 
armed with rajnd liiing guna. It ia jiro- 
))oaed she shall tow the Deatroyer to St. 
Thomas, take on coal und then proceed to 
Brazil. 

Montevideo, Nov. 25. — Mello's ill-fated 
warahip, tho Javary, which was sunk by 
the guns of Fori San Juan in Rio harbor, ia 
considered a total losa. Nothing can bo 
done in the way of raising her as long as tha 
coufliut lasts, and it is doubtful if sho could 
be raised from the depths whoro she now 
lies by any appliances available here, even 
in times of peace.

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DOINGS AT KASLO. 



Wreck of the Steamer. ^J.Walio''— Full 
Farticnlars—y^IiBt the Town 
Conncil-is Doinffi ' 



Kaslo Slocau Railway-Defective Mail 
Service— Mining in aud About 
Pilot Bay. ' 



KasIiO, Nov. 10. — Further particulurs of 
the wreck of tho steumor State of Iduho, at 
Alnaworth, show that the boat left here at 
her usual sailiag time with twenty pnesen 
gers for tho Ferry, via Nohon, in charge of 
Cape. Shaw, tho regular helmsnmn having, 
it is aaid, been discharged tho day before. 
Among those on board wore R. Alexander, 
superintendent of tho Kootonay Reclama- 
tion works, and U. S. Butter, of Bonnor'a 
Ferry, the principal owner of the boat. Tho 
night was clear, tho woathor fair and tho 
water alinoat calm, when, with a full head 
of Bteam ou and without a niomeut'a 
warning, tho vessel ran on the 
rocky point, half a. mile distant 
from AinaworLh, Tho slumbering paaatn 
gora and cri'.w, uwaljeuud by tho aliock, at 
once made their escape over tho bow. Nu 
panic occurred and all escaped injury except 
Mra. Whiteaide, of this pluco, v^ho was 
thrown violcnily aciosa tlio ladies' cabin 
and had hor coll.ir bono broken. Eugineer 
Kane at once act hia ateam pumpa to work 
pumping out the water, which, however, 
steadily increaeed in depth, and an hour 
after tho accident tho aturn of tho atoanier 
sank beneath tho wavea. Guy ropea were 
run out from tho atcrn and faatened to tho 
shore, which served to keep tho boat from 
slidinp; oQ into deep water, while 
the stewards and ossistauta pre- 

?ared a light breakfast for all. 
%o ship's papera and paaaergers' 
baggago were ulso safely conveyed to shore; 
then, according to the story told by some of 
the men, Cupt. Shaw and Messrs. Butter 
and Alexander took the dingy and pulled a 
short distance from the wreck and bclil a 
conference. When they came back a notice 
was pnt up stating that the boat would be 
sold by auction that afternoon, and copies 
were posted up at Ainsworth and Kaslo, to 
which place all hands were brought by the 
Nelson later iu the day, after a court of 
three captains had coudemued tho wreck. 
No one waa present at the aalo to purchase 
the hulk but-Mr. Alexander and tho mate. Tlie 
first figure oflered waa ^50, which was [in- 
ally raised to §350, at which price the boat 
was disposed of. Upon arriving here Capr. 
Sjhaw secured tho tug Kaalo, which con- 
voyed to tho scene of tho wreck two largo 
scows. Thick ropes were then passed under 
tho boat, both forward and aatern, aud tho 
enda faatened to tho scows on either side. 
This waa found Bullicient to support the 
wreck, which waa aucceaafuUy pulled off the 
rooks by tho Ainaworth and Kaalo. The 
latter ittung out a tow-lino and ateercd for 
thia oity, arriving hero at 9:30 in tho 
evening, anchoring close to Hughes' 
warehouse. On Sunday sores of persons 
visited the boat, which was lying pretty 
well submerged in the water, and listed to 
one side. At two o'clock tho aame after- 
noon the crew were paid off and discharged. 
Word baa been sent out for the proper 
tackle to haul the Idaho out on the shorn, 
when the repaira can be done without diOi- 
oulty in a month's time, at a probable cost 
of $3,000. So far as known the injuries 
are chiefly at the bow and under 
the boilers, where the timbers, uro 
badly aprung. The yesael waa built at Bnn- 
ner'a Ferry last winter, at a cost of upwards 
cf S2o,000, and in every respect well adapted 
for tlie lake trefHo. From, the very first it 
has been in hard luck. Starting under a 
load of miacelli.neoua debts and a mortgage 
held by the G N.R. for §12,000, tho Idaho 
was conatuntly a aource of trouble to tho 
American potty courts, which were continu- 
ally postered by creditora for redreaa. Ac- 
oidenta innuniurablo had occurred thereon, 
and she had just been in tho repiirera' 
hands for almost a week for a sprung abaft 
boxing. Tho running expepbca of tho boat 
were partly paid by tho Kooteuay Naviga- 
tion Co. ever since last July, when tho 
!Nelson was taken off the route, there 
not being sutiicient traffic tor 
the two boats. It haa been given out that 
the man in charge of tho wheel was sleeping 
at the time of the accident, hence the reason 
for the boat being so far out of hor course. 

The City Council is holding a special 
meeting every Wcdneaday night, for tho 
purpose of possing by-laws necessary for the 
welfare of tho placu. No leas than eight 
p&ased their second reading on Wednesday 
night. The by-laws on theatres and liquor 
licenses have been made aa stringent as pos- 
sible, as menaces to the existence of tlic 
Comiqne Opera House. There is a deluge 
of applications for the position of oity clerk, 
made vacant by the recent lamentable death 
of H. Anderson. 

A gang of fifteen men are engaged putting 
the wagon road into shape on the first fivn 
mile Boction, for which work over S300 was 
subscribed by tho citizena. 

Tho survey party under 0. Perry have 
coniploted their labora on the Kaslo SlocAn 
railway and returned to town. The levels 
have been run to tho teniiiuua of the road 
beyond Sandon creek. Great inconvenience 
waa oocaaioncd tho workmen by tho exces- 
sive fall of snow, rendering tho work not 
only tedious, but in some plaoea dangerous. 
Several of tho draughtariien aro now ongn;;ed 
at the railway ollicca drawing the profiles. 
Upwards of 50 men uro employed on the 
several aectiona of tho road clearing tho 
right-of-way, none but white men being en- 
gaged, who all rccoivo good wages. Chief 
Engineer McMillan, aa soon aa possible, will 
have charge of a gang for tho building of 
the bridges and cribwork where necessary. 

There has been quite an exodus of citi- 
zens to outside points for the winter. 

The fire brigade recently ro organizcJ 
now numbers forty meniborH. They purpose 
giving a grand ball in the Hotel Slooun ou 
the 24th. 

Manager Holland of the Comique notified 
Gold Commissioner Fitzstubbs that he did 
feel disposed to continue the salary of a 
constable to look after his theatre. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Fitzstubbs referred the oom- 
munioation to the City Council for action, it 
now being under their jurisdiction. Deputy 
Attorney-General Smith has boon written to 
for advice. 

There ia no apparent improvement in tho 
mail Borvice, which ia, if possible, oven 
worse than formerly. 'J'hc liritieh Columbia 
coaal mail is more than a week behind now, 
while tho American ia almost aa bad. An- 
other source of contention ia tho insufficient 
supply of stamps provided tlic local ofliciali', 
who have seldom had what ia neceaaary on 
hand. Now that tho Nolaon haa gone ou 
the Bonner's Ferry route, thero ia no 
specified time for tho dispatching of mails ; 
and it would distract one even to attempt to 
keep tho hours in mind, so clmngcablo aro 
they. 

About four inches of anew fell last night 
and more is threatening. This has raised 
tho spirits of tho mining and busincas men, 
who huvo been anxiouely awaiting sleighing. 
Ore will bo rushed in, when the condition 



of the road permita, from over a dozen 
minea, all of which will be ahippod. Tho 
Sampling worka intend storting up shortly, 
to run steadily all winter. 

Work was commenced this week on the 
new Methodist parsonage. 

A substantial second floor has been put in 
tho city wharf, because of the low water in 
the lake, 

Cf the host of real eatato dealcra who held 
forth hero iu the spring, but four remain, 
chief of whom are Rand & Miller, who 
handle exclu«ively their own addition to tho 
towueite on the south. 

For ulmout u weok the telegraph wiro bo- 
tweeu hero and Nelson has been down, 
making it very inconvenient for business 
men, all nicaaagea having to bo sent to Nol 
Bon ou tho boat. Tho trouble was caused 
by the blasting on the right-of-way on the 
Nolaon & Fort Sheppard railway breaking 
the wire in several places. By next Thurs- 
day it is hoped tho line to Rovolstoke via 
Now Denver will bo in working shape, the 
repairing gang being now at Boar Lake, 
working this way. The rate to Nelson and 
other adjacent pointa haa been reduced to 
twenty-five cents. 

It is stated that the Bank of British 
Columbia purpose opaning a branoh hero. 

Dr. Hendryx, of Pilot Bay, has invented 
a new gold pan for detecting fine gold and 
osncentrates. 

There are 1,000 tons of ore at the Slocan 
Star awaiting shipment and 500 at the 
Freddie Lee. The Dardanelles will ship 
Gve tons a day, while the Washington, 
which has seventy-five pack animals work- 
ing, will take out twice that amount. An 
immense amount of work is being done at 
tho various other mines in the district, pre- 
paratory to shipping ore, which will go out 
via the Nelson & Fort Slieppird. 
No loss than four prominent Biiioltor 
mea from as many points woro in 
horo at one time laat week, all ii ijuiring af- 
ter supplies of tho white metal for their 
eatablislimenta. From tho iuereaaed inter- 
eat taken in the mines by outside mining 
nien aud capitalists, tho inference ia diawn 
thai a largo amount of capital ia being put 
up for invi'stmont hero. More than one 
party of late haa been imjuiring about a sup- 
ply of coko and coal for a amoltcr or reduc- 
tion worka, which will materialize ahortly. 
Of tho several hundred tons shipped so far 
this fall, tho returns average §70 per ton 
over und above all cxpcnacs.

New Yohk, Nov, 25. — American sugar 

was heavily presaod for aalo at tho Stock 
Kxchange to-day.

One house olone 
aold 9,000 aharea. Tho weakness is duo to 
tho belief that tho Ways and Moana Com- 
ndtteo will make some radical change in the 
tariff laws. Firms with Washington con- 
nections were tho large sellers. The general 
market was not influenced by the weakness 
of sugar, and, ou the contrary, some issues 
touched the highest prices of the week. Tho 
Vanderbilts were notably firm. As the time 
for the declaration of the usual divideuds on 
the stocks approached, the talk about an in- 
crease in the rate of Lake Shore is being re- 
vived. It was said that the Company will 
bo placed on a 7 per cent, basis, 'The stock 
rowe to 130J, on advance of IJ per cent, for 
tho day.

law without having had proper expert 
asBistancQ. Unfortunately, tho sins of 
Councils remain after them, and in 
ftttor years there is nobody but the rutepay- 
ot's devoted head on which to ven'/ our 
wrath. If tho same sower had been in the 
hands of commiaaioners they would, aa any- 
body with braiua would, have taken iiit'j 
conaideration more facta than tlio mere mat- 
ter of running a deep drain to tide water, 
irreapeulive of any future utility aa a part 
of a completu sewer syatem. lieaidoa, oven 
public opinion ia at times too tickle a judo 
to trust with the execution of projects of 
gre:it pith and moment. 

Wo all know how prone so-called leaders 
of public opinion are to bo aivayed by per- 
aonal motivca. Some who took tho very 
doopeat intoreat in, and worked tho hardest 
for tho sewerage of " our fair city " a very 
abort time ago oro now, owing to 
having other fish to fry, working equally 
hard, if not aa hardly aa of yore, to defeat 
any and all aewernge by-laws. Take the 
\vholo aoweriige (juestion throughout its en- 
tire length, and llie aame fact; preaenta itself 
— tlio councila hnvo ahvaya been at tlia bot- 
tom of tho tomfoolery lint haa been going 
on. liy-lawa changing from one ayatom to 
another certainly have been paesed by the 
ratepayers, but always at the behest of tlioao 
arch tempters tho Mayor and Council. At 
present we have the edifying spectacle of 
boss brickmakers and contractors' " roust- 
abouts " (good men and true, no 
doubt, in their way) ofTeriug to teach 
our engineers and engineers of world- 
wide reputotion how they should 
do these things. Of course the ratepayers 
aro to blame for it ; but one can hardly 
imngino'tbat ratepayers can so straight lace 
their representatives as that thoy shall not 
be ahln to jump the traces when so induced. 
All these matters are considered trivial at 
an election, hence an alderman has, to a 
very great extent, a free hand, and can do 
an incalculable amount of miaohief with im- 
punity. 

To my mind the question of commiaaion- 
ers, for not only the sewers, but the entire 
city management, presents itself in tho very 
simple analogy of a private corporation. 
Who, with an ounce of conunun acnae, 
would attempt to run even a peanut aland 
on the aamo linea aa those on which our civic 
institution ia now conducted ? At present 
the ratepayer atanda in tho somewhat novel 
poaition of having his aervanta do pretty 
much aa they pleaao and running things to 
suit their own ideas without any recourao 
when things go wrong.

FINIS COEONAT OPUS. 

Tbe Province is to bo congratulated on 
tite completion of the Nelson and Fort 
Sheppard Railway. What the Kootenay 
country wanted more than anything elao to 
pronioto its development were better means 
of communication and transport. The con- 
struction of the Nelson and Fort Sheppard 
Railway gives it these. When that road is 
in operation, which it will bo in a very few 
weeks, that rich and promising district will 
be brought almost to our doors. It will be 
then as easy to reach the heart of ICootenay 
in winter as in summer, and to send there 
whatever its growing industries and rapidly 
laoreising population may require. 

Xhe setttemenii of that rich country by 
energetic and industrious men will 
be a great advantage to the whole 
Province. When West Kootenny has a popul- 
ation of thirty or forty thousand, which, if 
present indications are to be relied apon, it 
will soon have, there is not a city or town 
or settlement in British Colnmbia that will 
not be benefited by the large accession to 
its consuming ond producing population. 

The fact that the outlet is to tho Soutli 
will not bo in any respect a disadvantage. 
The now road will, in foot, mako a very 
considerable area of the United States tribu- 
tary to the prosperity of British Golambia. 
This has, to a certain extent, already come 
to pasa, but tho operation of the new lino of 
railroad will inereaao indefinitely that 
advantage. The diversion ot tho district's 
trade to tho United States so greatly 
feared and so much talked about by timid 
and interested persons some little time ago, 
will, we are satisfied, be found to be scarcely 
worth mentioning. On the eastern side of 
the Dominion, railway lines running south 
and connecting with the great railway sys- 
tem of the United States, are considered 
necessary to the prosperity and proper 
development of Canada, and is there any 
reason why lines running in the same direc- 
i on in tho west should not be equally in- 
diapo'iBublo 'i If any man in lilastem Canada 
should propose to cut off railway communi- 
cation with the States, he would be re(_;ariled 
as a lunatic. No part of Canada wants iso- 
lation, and it is not in the interest of British 
Columbia, any more than it is in the interest 
of Ontario, or Quebec, or Now Brunswick, 
or Manitoba, to be isolated. 

The Nelson and Fort Sheppard railway 
has hoen projected and constructed under 
difficulties. The promoters had very groat 
diffioalty in getting a pharter, and when the 
charter was obtained and the work of can 
stmotion determined upon, the general ooni- 
meroial depression and the tightness of the 
money market made it no easy matter to do 
the financing of tho Company satiafactor- 
ily. But energy, and pluck, and intelligence 
enabled .the promoters first and the Com- 
pany afterwards to overcome all difiloultios, 
and Mr. Corbin, Major Dupont, and the 
other gentlemen, by whoao oxertiona the 
road waa begun and carried out to comple- 
tion, have good reaaon to look upon their 
work with pride and aatisfaction. They 
have laid the Province under an obligation 
which we are sure it will not bo backward 
in acknowledging. 

THU REFORM RIDDLE. 

Tho Liborala aro shouting that "Tariff 
Reform" won a victory in Winnipeg tho 
other day. la there any ono anionjj them 
who oan say, clearly and definitely, wliat 
"The Tariff 'Reform,". .which haa dono ao 
maohfor tbe'Liberitla and is, expected to do 
ao maoh ntore, really means ? Ko one has, 



as yet, given anything like a rational or re- 
liable desorlption of the promised reform. 
The Liberal speakers, without oxoeption, 
deftlin 'vague geiieralitiea. They find all 
Borta '^ of ■ ' faiilts with the present 
tariflf, and some go ao fur as, 
a general way, to proi!"'«n large 
reduotionaof duties, but they are altogether 
silent aa to how they are to raiae a revenue. 
What are they to put in place of the duties 
that are to be reduced or wholly abolished t 
is un income tax to be imposed to make up 
tho deficiency ? 

What is it that the people aro asked to 
support V How are they to know that 
under Mr. Laurier's tariff for revenue their 
burdens will not, on tho whole, be heavier 
than they aro now, and much harder to hear ? 
Canada had a tariff for revenue when 
Sir Richard Cartwright (then the 
Hon. Richard) was Financo Min- 
ister. The revenue raised under it 
was insufficient for the requirements 
of what the Liberals declare was a pure 
and an economical Government. There was 
deficit after deficit and tlie Finance Minis- 
ter, ao fur from hniiig able to lower the rate 
of ta.xation, wua compelled to raise it. So 
hard preesed was ho for money that ho 
talked of iropoaiog an inebme tax to enable 
hitn to make both ends meet. The people 
of Canada wero not then contented with a 
tariET for revenue. They, on tho contrary, 
wore greatly discontented. la tho new 
tariff for revenue only to bo anything like 
the old one? If it is, what is to prevent ita 
producing the same results? 

Why do not the Liberal leaders givo tho 
people some definite information rcapeoting 
the reforms they intend to make. They 
aliould pluoo thoBO w1;omi they addrcaa in a 
poaitinn to bo able to decide whether tho 
changes they propose to make in the fiscal 
policy of the country will bs reforms or not. 
At present there is no such information to 
bo obtained. They should lot the country 
know, for instance, what comiiioditiea they 
intend to place on the free liat, and on what 
claseea of gooda the duties aro to bo lowered 
what is to bo the maximum rate of du'y 
on manufactured gooda, and so forth. 
Information such as this tho peoplo have 
a right to demand, and it can be given 
without divulging any detail that sound 
policy rtMjuirea to bo kept secret. Surely 
the Liberals do not expect tho people of 
Canada to tako a leap in tho dark or to 
rely upon statements and promiaea that can 
easily t)car any interpretation which it may 
suit the interest or the convenience of the 
leaderaof the Liberal party to put upon 
them. 



double the duty. The result was that for- 
eign oatmeal has been pretly well kept out 
of the States by this dutyj^but it did not re- 
lieve the American oatmeal producer from 
sending hia oatmeul out into the cold, cold 
world, where it would have to con.pote with 
Scotch and Canadian oatmeal on equal 
terms. Tho quantity of oatmeal imported 
during nine months of the present year was 
.348,457 pounds, valued at $I8,7S5, while 
tho quantity exported was 0,122, GH7 pounds, 
worth $104,675, American tariff roforniera 
say that if American barley, hops and oat- 
meal can compete sucQCBsfully in tho foreign 
market, without a proteotivo duty, why 
do thiBse same commodities need a high pro- 
tective duty to save their farmers from tho 
same competition in tho home market? Tho 
farmer, for hia part, eces that the high 
duties have not given him tho homo market 
to liimaelf,noitlier liaa it prevented the prices 
of his produce being regulutod by tho prices 
in foreign countries. He, in abort, sees that 
he Is not benefitted in the slightest degree 
by the McKinley tarilT,

The McKinley policy of very high protec- 
tion does not saem to be a aucceaa, aa far as 
agricultural produce ia concerned. The 
Ontario farmers who went to Now York to 
find if their neighbors in that State 
are rolling in riches, because they have at 
their doors tlTo market of sixty-five inilliong, 
found that these favored neighbors wero no 
bstt-er off than themselves. The lust presi- 
dential election, too, abowed that tho New 
York farmers did not consider the McKin- 
ley tariff of any particular advantago to 
them, for a largo majority of them voted 
for the party that went to the country 
pledged to do away with the high duties of 
the McKinley tariff. 

We now see why it ia that tho farmers of 
Now York State and other agricultural 
States have no reason to thank Mr. McKin- 
ley for the high duties he imposed on agri- 
cultural produce. The customs returns 
show that they could not dispose of all tho 
produce of their farms at home, that they 
were obliged to send much of it abroad to 
foreign markets, where it had to compote 
with similar produce raised by other nations. 
They found, too, that it waa the price in the 
foreign niarket that regulated the price of 
many articles of farm produce in the home 
market. The conclusion to which many in- 
telligent furmora came waa that if tho Uni- 
ted States farmer could compete suooesafuUy 
with foreign producers in the open markets 
of tho world, they could just as easily com- 
pote with them in their own home market. 

Much was heard about ' the hardshipg 
which United Stales farmers were com- 
pelled to suffer from having to compete in 
their own market with barley raised by 
Canadian farmera. The duty on Canadian 
barley waa then ton cents per bushel. Mr. 
McKinley, to favor the American barley 
growers and to ruin those of Ontario, 
raised the duty to thirty cents. What was 
the result '; Waa tho United States far- 
mer, wliun ho liad the homo market al! to 
himaelf, ablo to sell idl hia own liarloy to 
hia own countrymen ? Not at all. In the 
first nine months of this year, the United 
States imported* 780,785 bushels of barley, 
valued at ?;154,769, but it exported in tho 
tlio same nine months 4,,')9.?,352 buahola, 
valued at ?2,1G0,.1S4. Wo see from this 
that tho very high Mclvinloy duty did nob 
prevent the import of barley, neither did it 
give the American farmer a market for all 
tho barley he raised. 

To protect the American hop-grower, 
Mr. McKinley raised tho duty on hops from 
eight cents to fifteen cents a pound. Thia 
very heavy duty did not prevent tho im- 
portation of foreign hops, neither did it 
givo the American hop-growers a market 
for all the hops they raised. The imports 
of hops up to Soptembor 30 of this year were 
l,5;i0,;)18 pounds, valuod at ?G.3i,G2:i, but 
tho exports wore 7,HG7,2'22 pounds, valued 
at §1,781,423, Tho exports of hops are five 
times tho imports and the difference in 
value per pound shows that the domeatic 
product has been aelling at prices much 
lower than the value of the imported hops, 
oven before tho duty on them waa paid. 

Aa tho barley-grower in tho States 
was protected by a duly which waa intend- 
ed to be prohibitory, tho grower of oata 
muat be protected in the same manner. The 
duty on.'Velltneal waa'pue-half a cent, per 
pound.' Mr. MoKlnlAy was:, allowed to

bottom. Where the steomer was bound 
when tho accident occurred is not yet known. 
She left here at 11 o'clock at night in com- 
mand of Capt. Frank Wilkes, formerly 
moDter of tho little stoamar Minnie-ha-ha, 
which was wrecked aomo time ago, having 
cleared for Saauicli tho day previous. It 
was tho lirat trip tho ateamor had made in 
jsevoral weoka, for aho had been on Clark'a 
J ways undergoing repairs to the extent of 
uboat §500. She ia a :!2 ton vessel, built in 
Port Madiaon in 18(j5, but only belonged to 
this port for tho past few yeara, during 
which ahe hae been a uld many times, her 
present owners being the Petto liroa. Be- 
ing old aho was not a very attractive looking 
craft, but was worth at least 53,000, which 
will, it ia said, be almost total loss, there 
being no insurance. 

TO KNKOUCK THE LAW. 

In compliance with orders from Ottawa, 
CoUoctor A. R. Milne has recently put into 
force a aeotion of tho law which has not 
hcrotoforo been generally enforced. It 
ni.ikoa it unlawful for any foreign veaael in 
port to shift from her first mooringfi with- 
out pnriniaaion in writing from tho collector 
of ouHtoiiia, and a violation of thia regula- 
tion ia puuiubable by tine. By enforcing 
thia law tho cuatoma ofiicera can keep a 
closer watch on suspicious otrangera enter- 
ing ports, and whoso moveinenta at night 
heretofore could not well be accounted for.

A modern.freebootcr, he had 
soon been hanged and aa soon forgotten had 
genius passed him over ; but tjir Walter 
Scott has canonized the culprit and made 
him famous. Tho play of Rob Roy, from 
opening to tiniah, is " olean," nor could it be 
olherwiso from that author, of whom it bus 
been said by a diatinguiahed writer, " No 
maD, of whom wo have so minute a knowi- 
edgf , posseased fewer faults and more vir- 
tuP8 iu his social and public life." Tho 
u orda (jf tho songs and chiirueca are by an- 
other famous Scotchman, "Robbie" liurna. 
It ia admirably adapted for the stage, and 
througliout abounds with humor, sentiment, 
and at times deacenda to tho ludicrous. 
Though R&b Roy is now going on to a cen- 
tury record, there ia no a[iparent diminution 
iu ila popularity, nor ia it to bo wondered 
at, fur in tho niatter of all round complete- 
ness it would ho neciiBeary to go bick to the 
daya of Pocock to lind a repreaentation of 
tho national drama in any way to eompure 
with the re-vival to be presented here by 
the Sli. Andrew's and Caledonian So- 
ciety on Fiiday, December 8. For tho 
past twenty seven yours spasmodic 
efforts have been made by tho various 
Scottish societies here to present this play, 
but it never reached beyond the rcpreacnt^- 
tioD of aome few scenes. Tlie honors of the 
coming produotion belong to Mr. Robert 
Irving, president of the St. Andrew's and 
Caledonian .Society, also Mr. J. H. Falconer 
and Duncan Stewart of that order. Tliey 
secured the services of the princi))al mem- 
bers of of tho Theatre l-lnyal Urainatic Com- 
pany of Giaego'.v, Scollmid, for the leading 
characters, ulno their eecnery and coalunies, 
and tho well-known profcsaionals, Mrs. \V, 
M. Cliapnian, late leading lady of Stock- 
well'a 'J'lieatre, Sun I'Vaneieco, and Mr. 
Chapman late leading man of various 
theatrca in that city, alho aome of tlio popu- 
lar arnateiuir talent of Victoria A full 
cl)oru!i uinler the iiianiii;i mc.nt of Mr. (irani; 
dancing liy the McKfn/.ies, brottier and 
sister, and Miss Strachan ; a delnclHncuU 
of the local volunteers and Ui 'ieii Metirogor'.s 
Highlanders, by mcmbera of the St. And- 
rew and Caledonian Society, will be a few 
of tho principal features of this spectacular 
produc ion. 

Charles DIckHon cloaod his Vietori.i en- 
gageiiiont laat evening wilh lua laugliing 
oomedy "Incog," preceded by tho " The 
Salt Cellar." "Incog" and Mr. Dickson 
associated are too well known to call for de- 
scription or praise. " The Salt Cellar " is a 
farce which is just as full of fun and non- 
sanso as " The Man about Town," Mr. 
Diokson's '92 curtain raiser, was crowded 
with pathos. It was because fun plcasen 
the public best that Mr. Dickson shelved 
his pathetio first piece, and substituted 
" The Salt Cellar."

THE "8ELP DENIAL EFFORT." 

Great Interest Monifeated in This Kspecial 
Feature of Salvation Army \^'urk. 

Aa announced in previous issue, tho date 
of the Salvationists' " Self denial effort " ia

Arrongemcnla have been made for a house 
to house visitation by Victoria oflicera and 
soldiers, who have previously distributed 
enTelojies or circulars explaining the object 
of the fund. In some corps the banda have 
arranged to go out and take up collections. 
Early morning prayer meetings are tho rule, 
and public places are alao having a viait 
from Salvationists. 

It ia very interesting to note that, a lurgo 
number of persons, who are not Salvation- 
ists, have agreed to forego during this week 
of self denial the use of tobacco and inioxi- 
citing drinks in order to increase the self 
denial fund.

The lion and the unicorn may 
be seen over half the shop entrances in 
London, with tha aiinouncomont that tho 
inerchant or tradesman there is, by s[)0- 
cial appoiiitment, tishmonger or plumber 
to Her Mo3t Gracious Majesty the (.>ueen 
of Great Britain and Empress of India. 

Ono tr<)desman on Old Bond street 
deals in nothing but ek phant guns, and 
announces that ho is by special ap[)oint- 
iiient elephant gunmaker to Her iMost 
Gracious Majesty tho Queen of (Irea 
Britain and Kmpress of India, by tli 
■ r;raco of Ciod. 

Another man, a tailor, who makes 
nothing but lino trousers, has the uudac 
ity— but we will let that pass. 

I always look carefully over tho door 
beforo 1 go in to buy, and trade only 
whiire the proprietor is entirely mifel 
tered. I do not want a suit of clothes 
.started luid half made, jierhaiis, (jidy to 
bo tossed aside, wliile Albert Edward has 
eleven suits luudo against Saturday even- 
ing. Moreover, I do not like tho fit of 
Albert's clothes very well, and I am a 
little fussy about iny raiment. 

The Prince is ni^t a well man. Eor 
some time his life has been far more iin- 
ceitain than that of his niotlier. His

You asked me, Plum, how the barb- 
ing business is here, with an idea, no 
doubt, of coming here and opening up a 
shop, but 1 would not encourage you in 
doing so. Besides, you would be lonely. 
I only £!iw two colored men outside of a 
very decayed minstrel ahosv in tho two 
months and over that 1 have been liere. 

One of them was standing in front of a 
public. A public, Plum, i.s a place 
whore you can get "a mug of bitter," or 
"a mug of mild and Burton," or "a tlirij)- 
peiico of gin," "or sixpence of Scotch," 
or a "[)int of Bass,," but the guileless 
American who oats a sandwich with his 
nip will pay f(n- it at a higli rate or find 
himself m the hands of tho police. 1 
never saw such a place. 'rho "free 
lunch" may only be found where the 
Americans are very plentiful, and in 
places connected with the hotels where 
the Yankto abides. 

I met tliis colored man in front of a 
placo called the Red Cow. In Dakota it 
would have been called the ^'aller Dog. 
The colored man was aliout (lU years of 
age and poor. His liair was u'ray, and 
his toes just able to be out that day for 
the first time. 

I had been lonely all the morning, for 
I [jined for home a little, and tho sight of 
;in old colored man cauu; to mo like the 
odor of the maLjnolia and tho a/.alea. 

"rncle," h:\y.-i 1, " yov seem to bo out 
of luck."

disulfection and demoralize the army, tho 
strength of which lies in the peasant 
element.

LOST IN THE DESERT. 

Tho Carlln Party Rescued— Hardships and 
Sull'erlngrs of the Members— A Man 
Left to Dlo, 

Spokane, Nov. 25. — A courier arrived at 
Kendiick, Idaho, at 5 o'clock this morning 
after an all night ride from Weippe, with 
nowa that Elliott had run across the Carlin 
party in the middle of Clear Water, 130 
miles from any settlement, last Wednes- 
day. Tho lost party, conaiating of 
W. E. Carlin, J. H, Pierco, 
A. H. Heinmilwright and M. Spcno'or, 
guide. They wero in bad shape when found, 
being ont of proviaiooa, baro-footed, and 
with little clothing. They wero slowly 
making their way down tho river when 
found. George Colgate, cook of tho party, 
gave out a few day before tho rescue and 
had to bo left. It ia feared ho may havo 
died. All poaaiblo will bo done to find him 
dead or alive. The rescued and rescuers are 
expoutcd here on Tuesday, and General Car- 
lin will be hero to meet hia son. 

The story of suffering, desperation and 
hardships told by the lost hunters wua 
heartrending. They managed to cross Clear 
Water in aeverul places at great risk of 
their lives, being compelled to wade the icy 
current up to their necks or swim amid 
floating blocks of ice and anow. Nearly all 
tho horaea died of cold and starvation 
and the suffering of the men was in- 
tense. They tramped for miles through deep 
snow in blinding storms, with scarcely any 
food or clothing.. The men were upon half 
ratinna of baCOn and bread. At last the 
struggle became too much for George 
Colgate, who fully realizing the situation, 
advi.ied hia cnmpaniona to attempt to aavo 
themsflvea. The strong men ehed tears 
when one of their party waa left behind to 
meet hia late alone. It begun to appear aa 
if all would be lo3t, and almost the only 
hope held out to them was the chance of 
being found by tho relief party, which Car- 
lin aaid he felt sure would be sent out to 
find them. Tho Carlin party have been out 
since September l.'j and tho Elliott relief 
party waa fitted out in Spokane by Captain 
Merriam two wcek.i ago.
